ern, a captive of A. T. & T., obtains most of its 
equipment from Western Electric Co., A. T. & T.’s 
captive manufacturing company. With competi- 


tion in the supply industry thus suppressed, the 


public has no assurance that the rate base is not 
inflated by arbitrary high equipment prices. 

But this by no means is all of the story. It is 
by no means the extent to which the people of 
Missouri expect their Public Service Commis- 
sion to look. One of the most famous of South- 
western’s old practices is to pay to A. T. & T. 
at the terrific rate of 9 per cent on its com- 
mon stock. All of this stock is held by the par- 
ent company. From 1937 through 1946, with the 
exception of two years when the payment was 
$8.75, Southwestern paid a $9 yearly divi- 
dend. | 

A. T. & T. owns 2,600,000 shares of South- 
western common stock. The full $9 has not yet 
been declared this year; but at that rate, A. T. 
& T. stands to take $23,400,000 out of South- 
western territory per year. 

The relations between A. T. & T. and its 


subsidiaries have been described as a form of 


financial incest. The ugly phrase is particularly 
applicable to the relations between A. T. & T. 
and Southwestern. : 

By what reasoning, pray, in this era of low 
interest rates, can a 9 per cent dividend be 
justified?. Southwestern could go into the open 
tharket, if its parent permitted, and save mil- 
lions of dollars per year—money that could be 
used to improve service, finance expansion and 
give a square deal to telephone users. 


No Aura of Sanctity 


Now, let’s not be deceived when A. T. & T. 
tells in national advertisements how difficult 
it is to maintain its financial position. We 
quote from the current issue of Barron's Na- 
tional Business and Financial Weekly: 


By the end of January, A. T. & T. earn- 
ings are confidently expected to be at the 
rate of $9 a year, and as more (rate) in- 
ereases are granted, this may the $10 
mark with something to spare before the 
year is out.. .

Let us grant that the United States has good 
telephone service. Let us grant that, in many 
ways, the telephone company is expertly man- 
aged, But let us not place the aura of sanctity 
over “old policies and practices” which actually 
cannot stand scrutiny, which are dead wrong 
and which need correction. 

They know 
costs and wages are rising and that many com- 
panies have been compelled, in order to sur- 
vive, to raise prices. But ey do not like to be 
bilked by a utility company, however under color 
of law.

Telephone service is going to cost Illinois 
Bell subscribers $25,000,000 more next year, 
Gov. Green’s State Commerce Commission 
has tamely handed the company five-sixths 
of what it asked in higher rates. 


In some states, regulatory commissions 
occasionally put up a struggle, or at least 
subject rate demands to critical examina- 
tion. But in Illinois the commissfon ‘is 
packed with low-grade political appointees 
who fall over when a great utility says 
“boo!” This is one of the urgent reasons 
for electing a new Governor in 1948. 


Arm of the Monopoly 


Illinois Bell is part of the’ huge 
monopoly, American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Co. One of the questions that bears 
directly on everybody's phone bill is 
whether the parent company, one way or 
another, is taking too much money out of 
its Illinois subsidiary. 


The company says it needs higher rates 
to attract capital for expansion. Last year 
it got the capital it needed by selling stock 
to A. T. & T. On such capital, it pays divi- 
dends currently running around 5 per cent, 
usually more. If the company raised the 
money by selling bonds to the public, it 
could get it probably for 2% per cent, 

’ 


To what extent does A. T. & T., In acting 
as banker for its subsidiary, take away 
from the Illinois public funds which would 
not be taken if A. T. & T. were not the 
banker? That sort of question is being 
asked before the regulatory commissions 
of Oklahoma, Maryland, New Jersey, New 
York and Missouri, but so far as we know 
it was not asked in Illinois, 

All A. T. & T. subsidiaries operate under 
a license contract, by which they pay an- 


nual fees to the parent company. These 


fees last year cost Illinois Bell more than 
$2,000,000. 4 

In Tennessee, the regulatory commission 
has challenged the propriety of such fees, 
and ordered them cut in half. Similar prac- 
tices have been outlawed for electric utill- 
ties, 


The Customer Pays Twice 


Part of the license fees represent the 
cost of research done by Western Electric, 
another A. T. & T. subsidiary, which manu- 
factures telephone equipment for “sale to 
the operating companies. Western Elec 
ttric’s business must be good, because its 
earnings, which mean dividends for 
A. T. & T., are high. 

When Illinois Bell helps pay for Western 
Electric research, then, it is paying twice 
—once in the cost of equipment it buys, 


and again the research fees paid under 


the A. T. & T. license, If Illinois Bell pays 
twice, this means, of course, that the tele- 
phone user pays twice. 

The Commerce Commission shows some 
dim adwdreness of such issues, and prom- 
ises that it will keep them under study. 


But meanwhile the company gets most of 


the rate hike it asked. re

BOONVILLE, Mo., Dec. 10 (AP) 
James A. Collet of Salisbury, 
father of United States Circuit 
Judge John C. Collet, died today 
in a Booneville hospital where he 
had been a patient for the last 
week. He had suffered from a 
heart ailment. 

Besides Judge Collet, who is on 
the bench of the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals, Mr. Col- 
let is survived by Mrs. Collet; a 
Mrs. W. D. ans, 
‘a brother, E. B. 
Collet, Milan, Mo., and two sis- 
ters, Mrs. Rose Owens, Keytes- 
ville, Mo., and Mrs. Earl Moxley, 


8 Fayette, Mo. 


Collet, 77 years old, was a prac- 
ticing attorney for more than 50 
years in Chariton county where 
he was born. He served two terms 
as county prosecutor, from 1897 
to 1901 and in 1922 was a delegate 
to the state constitutional con- 
vention in which he was chair- 
man of the judiciary committee. 

In 1928, backed by the late 
James A. Reed, he was an unsuc- 
cessful candidate for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for United 
States Senator. 

Although a life-long Democrat, 
he broke with the party in 1944, 
declaring he would not vote for 
President Roosevelt or Roy Me-

nounced from the pulpit. So 
Preacher Sanders applied his busi- 
ness acumen to the matter and 
came up with a plan for a commu- 
ity park and playground. His 
irst step was to get the permis- 
sion of the Jefferson County 
Board to use 25 acres of land be- 
hind Valley High School. Then 
Sanders organized and was nom- 
inated chairman of a fund raising 
committee. Members of the com- 
mittee rang doorbells to get that 
money.. They held fish fries, sup- 
pers and doughnut dunkin’s. One 
Louisville woman made such deli- 
cious doughnuts that the commit- 
tee was able to raise $130 a night 
in her home just by selling her 
doughnuts and coffee. 

The WPA put up $35,000 and the 
committee put up $47,000. To 
make the last $12,000 Sanders and 
the. other committee members 
signed personal ‘notes, which were 
paid off in full a few years later. 

The park was completed in 1940. 


It contains three tennis courts, a 
one-fourth mile cinder track, a 
football field, baseball field and 
hockey field, a swimming pool, 
wading pool, shuffleboard, croquet 
and horseshoe equipment, swings 
and seesaws, all lighted for night 
use. The park has its own filter- 
ing plant which eliminates drain- 
ing the pools. The fee is 30 cents 
for adults and 15 cents for chil- 
dren at the swimming pool and 
from this income, all park ex- 
penses are paid. Thefe is no other
